ince of Shantung. 


Other Chinese newspapers said Jap- 


anese military authorities had request- 
ed permission to hold military ma- 
neuvers in the demilitarized zone es- 
tablished by treaty following the Jap- 
anese military campaign in Manchuria. 
T'bf Chinese .spurned the request, it 
was said.

Parents Must Make "Early to Bed' 


Compulsory Rule for Children 


One instance where n parent is 


justified in being a tyrant is in or- 
dering children to bed early. So 
Olive Roberts Marton says in this 
article in her Child Training se- 
ries. 


When a child is too tired he is just 


like any one else. Nerve weariness 
accompanies muscular weariness and 
when this happens, he is no more re- 
sponsible for his conduct than we arc 
under like conditions. 


Observe the good child at the end 


of the day. About three-fourths of 
poor behavior occur after the sun gets 
toward the west. There is a differ- 
ence between bad conduct and tired 
conduct, but too few realize it. 


The child taken shopping is another 


example. He, or she, will very likely 
be a regular Fauntleroy, or Little Eva, 
during the first half of the excursion. 
Then when he is bith physically and 
nervously tired, he is likely to put on 
a performance that shocks and em- 
barrasses his mother. Perhaps he only 
whines, or gets obstreperous, but 
scarcely a mother lives who hasn't had 
some experience of the kind. 


Need of Relaxation 


Children need sleep, all they can 


get, and if it is possible, a rest during 
he day. They don't need to "nap" 
necessarily, but just lie down quietly 
'or a little while and rest their bones, 
flow long this is kept up depends 
upon the condition of the child—not 


age. Very often children of ten or 


or twelve need this after school re- 
laxation, if only for half hour. 


Former articles have discussed the 


'fatigue" child and the 
toxic 
or 


'poisoned" child. These wearinesses 
iave pathological sources and need 
correcting. 


But quite as important is this tired- 


ness of the otherwise healthy child. 


Children are strenuous. Some spec- 


ial power gives them a hundred times 
more endurance than their elders. But 
evfen so they are a hundred times' 
more active, as a rule. The matter we 
must give serious attention to is that 
they are growing, and growth means 
building up surplus each day that goes 
into poundage. If he uses up this ex- 
tra strength and material as he goes 
along, and is constantly on the "re- 
verse" line or below it, he will be 
tired most of the time. This is why 
lie needs sleep, the great builder, and 
meals varied and wholesome. 


Force Early Retirement 


I think that parents can safely be 


yrants in one direction, and this is 
about sleep. 


Bed-time should be early and no 


break-overs. There should be no ex- 
citement, or worry, either, before bed- 
iime. A little fun is al Iright, but 
the emotionally excited child will lie 
awake for a long time. The worried 
or unhappy child will, to. 


Downstairs, the rest of the family 


would do well to make a certain sac- 
rifice and dispense with high jinks 
or noise, unless the house is arranged 
so that the radio or the piano won't 
remind the lonely one of all he is 
missing. He will get accustomed to 
certain house noises, and street noises, 
too, but there is a limit. 


Outdoor air and play help sleep. 


Oxygen is the friend of Morpheus. 


Sleep Aids Conduct 


If he cannot sleep, everything hav- 


ing been done to encourage it, the 
doctor may find the reason. Or if 
the parents suspect unhappiness they 
can quietly go about discovering the 
cause and try to remove it. 


Sleep is the ally of good conduct. 


It knits the raveled sleeve of care, 
and it also builds up what goes into 
the sleeve, the arms, the legs, and the 
body and brain. 


Even one hour too little sleep will 


have its effect on the child's day. One 
strict rule of every house should be 
bed-time with a Capital. And par- 
ents, too, need to observe the clock 
and get their own rest. Both are vi- 
tally important.

Garnishing* 


Garnishings also must not be over- 


looked because they add much to thc 
allure of soups. "Coin spots" of paprU 
ka, a sprinkling of minced parsley, a 
bit of grated cheese or a few whole- 
pieces of vegetable dropped in just 
before serving are simple, easily pre- 
pared garnishes. Salted whipped cream 
may be used for a rather formal cream 
soup. 


To make thc simplest cream soup, 


merely add one cup of sifted vegetable 
to one cup of well-seasoned medium 
white sauce. The juice which clings to 
the vegetable thins thc sauce to the 
desired consistency. This i.s a splen- 
did way to use small amounts of left- 
over vegetables.
